HE California State Capitol, lo- 

i cated in the midst of a tree- 
studded park of about 33 acres, 
extending from L to N streets from 
north to south and from Tenth to Fif- 
teenth streets from west to east, sur- 
rounded by broad walks and carriage 
drives, and approached from the four 
sides by stretches of green sward sur- 


mounted by two grass covered ter- 
races, {s one of the most beauti- 
ful, best constructed, substantial 
and commodious capitol buildings 
in the United States. Work was 
commenced on the foundation Sep- 
tember 24, 1860. The corner stone was 


laid with imposing Masonic ceremon- 
ies on May 15, 1861, and the building 
was completed according to the orig- 
inal plans as amended, which left the 
attic and basement unfinished, in the 
year 1874. The building was first oe: 
cupied by the Governor and other state 
officers November 26, 1869. The Su- 
preme Court met in the building for 
the first time December 8, 1869, and 
the Legislature took formal possession 
of the building on December 6, 1869. 
The occasion was observed by the fir- 
ing of a salute and a general display 
of flags in Sacramento. The cost of 
construction was $2,600,000. . 

During the years 1906-07-08, under 
the administrations of Governors Geo. 
C. Pardee and J. N. Gillett, the State

sive arched granite porticos, support- 
ing colonnades of iron pillars making 
destroyed San Francisco and damaged 
other cities and towns in the region 
around the bay, made*it almost impos- 
sible to obtain building material and 
secure the services of mechanics dur- 
ing the wonderful period of civic re- 
construction which followed, and de- 
layed the completion of the work on 
the capitol building more than a year, 
but all will agree that the state cap- 
itol as it now stands is a credit to the 
architects, the superintendents of con- 
struction, the contractors, and to the 
|mechanics who worked on the building. 

The capitol is constructed on the 
florid Roman-Corinthian style of arch- 


itecture. The building has four stories 
and a basement and contains 146 
rooms. Seventy rooms were added to 


the original number by the remodeling 
work recently completed. 

The exterior walls of the basement 
and first story are constructed of Cal- 
fornia granite, the three upper sto- 
vies of hard burned brick covered with 
mastic and four coats of white paint. 
|The walls of the building average 6 
feet in hg aay and the stone and 
brick were laid in cement mortar. The 
north, south, and west walls of the 
building are of perpendicular and hor- 
izontal construction. The east side 
has an L extension 90x80 feet on each 
end and a half-dome shaped exten- 
| sion 80 feet long between them, with 
a space of 35 feet between its either 
| side and the north and south L. 
| There are two entrances on the 
| east, one each on the north and south, 
| main entrance—on the

plumbing and rewiring the building 
throughout for telephone, telegraph 
and electric lighting purposes, and fur- 
nishing it with new electric light fix- 
tures; putting in two new elevators 
and dynamos; cementing the floors of 
the basement and of the third and 
fourth stories; tiling the second story 
corridor with mosaic; putting in iron 
stairways throughout, from the base- 


ment to the top of the dome; 
putting on a_ steel and _ concrete 
and asphaltum roof; repainting the 
interior and exterior of the build- 
ing, ete, and making the  build- 
ing as nearly fireproof as_ possi- 
ble. The doors, window frames, a few 


of the floors on the first and second 
stories, and the furniture in the of- 
fices, only are of wood, and the few 


wooden floors are laid on brick and 
cement. 
The total cost of the building, in- 


cluding this work, was $2,972,925. Com- 
petent architects have stated that the 
building cannot be duplicated for $5,- 
000,000. 

The plans of the capitol were drawn 
by Mr. F. M. Butler and were selected 
by the commission on May 19, 1860, as 
the best and most artistic of seven 
competitive plans submitted. Mr. Reu- 
ben Clark was appointed superintend- 
ing architect, which position he held 
until the latter part of 1865, when he 
had to resign on account of ill health. 
On January 1, 1866, Mr. G. P. Cum- 
mings was appointed superintending 
architect; later Mr. A. A. Bennett suc- 
ceeded Mr. Cummings, and the build- 
ing was completed under his supervis- 
ion. 

Messrs. Sttton & Weeks were the 
architects of the remodeling work now 
completed, their plans having been se- 
lected by the Board of Capitol Com- 
missioners from five competitive sets 
submitted. The board secured the 
services of Mr. H. A. Schultze as con- 
sulting architect, and Mr. 8. W. Getch- 
ell was appointed superintendent of 
construction. The contracts for re- 
pairing and remodeling were let April 
13, 1906; the work was completed in 
the middle of 1908, The earthquake 
and firé of April 18, 1906, which nearly

The main entrance 
to the building, facing the west, is 
through a storm door, there being also 
a small hardwood door on either side 
of the storm door. The corridor at 
the entrance is of Utah white sand- 
stone trimmed with a California mar- 
ble base and large panels of California 
onyx framed with marblé. The doors 
of the other entrances to the building, 
and to the portico on the front of the 
building on the second story, and the 
entrances to the assembly and senate 
chambers are of massive hand-carved 
walnut. 

The basement ts used for storage 
and record rooms for the several State 
officers, for the State archives, and for 
the armory; for the receiving and ship- 
ping of goods, books, etc., by the State 
janitor, State library, armory and other 
departments. The engine rooms, dyn- 
amos and meter rooms are also lo- 
cated in the basement. 

The corridors of the first floor are 
beautifully tiled; a colored represen- 
tation of the great seal of the State 
in the panels 6 feet square ornaments 
the entrance to each of the corridors. 
The rotunda is richly and artistically 
decorated with colored stucco work. 
The’ wall panels are scroll and figure 
work, and the half-dome on the first 
floor is ornamented with scrolls, and 
representations of mining, of science, 
literature, art, music, seed time and 
harvest. There are niches in the ro- 
tunda on the first and second floors 
which may some day hold marble stat- 
ues, if the example of D. O. Mills is 
followed. In the center of the rotunda, 
facing the entrance, is the marble stat- 
ue in heroic size of the last and ef- 
fective appeal of Columbus to Queen 
Isabella of Spain for ships and sup- 
plies with which to make his voyage 


lantic. It represents the scene where 
he is explaining his idea of the ro- 
tundity of the earth to Isabella, and 
she is supposed to have said, “I will as- 
sume the undertaking on behalf of the 
crown of Castile, and will pledge my 
jewels to defray the expenses of it, 
if the funds in the treasury shall be 


found inadequate.” This exquisite 
piece of statuary in Carrara marble, 
was executed by Larkin Goldsmith 
Meade, an American sculptor, in Flor- 
ence, Italy, between the years 1868 and 
1874. Meade was born in New Hamp- | 
shire, in 1835, and early exhibited art- 
istic talent which attracted the atten- 
tion of Nicholas Longworth, of Cin- 
cinnati, the father of the present Con- 
gressman of that name from an Ohio 
district. Mr. Longworth provided for 
Meade’s artistic education, and he be- 
came one of America’s greatest sculp- 
tors. Mr. D. O. Mills bought the statue | 
from Mrs. Legrande Lockwood of New 
York for the sum of $30,000, and pre- } 
sented it to the State of California. | 

On the first floor are located the of- 
fices of the Governor, Secretary of 
State, State Controller, Board of Equal- 
ization, law library, State Treasurer, 
Clerk of the Supreme Court, Attorney 
General, and the court room of the 
second district Court of Appeals, the 
chambers of the judges and the offices

of the clerk, bailiff, and stenographer 
of the court. These offices are all 
handsomely decorated and richly fur- 
nished. 

The main feature of the decorations 
in the Governor’s private and business 
offices is the California poppy in cloud 
and sky effects on the ceiling and 
frieze of the walls, which are tinted a 
delicate green with a five-foot base of 
pure white lincrusta decorated with 
gold leaf scrolls. The walls of the 
Governor's reception room are tinted 
a dark red, the decorations on the 
ceiling and frieze being paintings of 
California wild flowers. The furniture 
in the Governor’s rooms is mahogany 
with the exception. of the record cases 
which are of hand carved black walnut. 
The carpets in the Governor’s private 
and business offices are red Wiltons; 
in the reception room the carpet fs a 
rich green velvet. Oil painted por- 
traits of the ex-Governors are hung in 
the several rooms of the State officers; 
most of them, however, are to be seen 
on the walls of the Governor’s of- 
fices 

The rooms o/ all of the State officers 
are beautifully and uniquely decorated 
nd furnished, no two being alike. The 
walls of the rooms are tinted and the 
ceilings and friezes are decorated with 
the seal of the State and with flowers 
such as roses, magnolias, and wild 
flowers, or scroll work touched uj] 
with gold leaf as the central idea; or 
they are painted to represent a piece 
of tapestry or an oriental rug. The 
furniture is either mahogany, black 
walnut or oak. The furniture and dec- 
orations, and the carpets, or hardwood | 
or ricolite floors, as the case may be | 
are arranged so as to produce a har 
monious and pleasing effect. 

In accordance with the wishes and | 
tastes of Judges Chipman, Hart and 
Burnett, the Appellate courtroom is 
plainly, but richly, furnished and dec- 
orated. The doors, baseboards, win- 
dow-cases, and the Judges’ bench are 
of Philippine janizero, a wood hav- 
ing the appearance of light reddish 
mahogany, but richer. The attorneys 
table and the chairs in the court room 
are mahogany, ‘the floor is laid with 
a figured green Wilton carpet. The 
walls and ceiling are painted plainly. | 
the walls being a delicate green and 
the ceiling and frieze an harmonious 
color scheme. 

On the second floor are located the 
offices of the State Printer, State Jan- 
itor, State Forester, Surveyor-Gen- 
eral, and the Senate and Assembly 
chambers. The Senate chamber is lo- 
cated in the south L and the Assembly 
ehamber in the north L on the east 
of the corridor. In accordance with 
custom, the Senate chamber is fur 
nished in red and the Assembly in 
green, the members’ desks are black | 
walnut, the presiding officer's and 
clerk’s desks are hand-carved mahog- 
any. Neither one of these rooms is| 
decorated, and the ceilings and walls 
of both are white with the exception 
of the lobbies under the galleries, 
which are painted green in the Assem- 
bly and blue in the Senate. A five foot 
lincrusta border above the marble 
base is painted red in the Senate and 
green in the Assembly chamber. In 
the Senate chamber hangs a magnifi 
cent oil painting of Washington, and | 
in the Assembly one of Lincoln. On] 
the frieze over the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor’s chair in the Senate Chamber 
is the following Latin motto in gold 
leaf: “Senatoris est civitatis libert- 
atem tueri,” (“It is the duty of a Sen- 
ator to guard the liberty of the com- 
monwealth.’’) On the frieze over the 
Speaker’s chair in the Assembly is the 
following Latin motto: “Legislatorium 
est justas leges condere,” (“It is the 
duty of legislators to make just 
laws.”) The Senate and Assembly 
chambers are wainscoated with Cali- 
fornia marble, and are large, roomy 
and well lighted. The acoustics are 
excellent. Ample accommodations are 
provided for the presiding officers, 
clerks, and sergeants-at-arms of the 
two houses in rooms adjacent to the 
chambers, and a large gallery in each 
house for the sight-seeing public. Dur- 
ing the Sacramento terms of the Su- 
preme Court the judges sit in bank in 
the Senate chamber, and hold court in 
departments in the Appellate court 
room.

The corridor of this, the second 
floor, is tiled with marble mosaic, in 
panels; in each corner and the_cen- 
ter are representations of bunches of 
California poppies. 

The library has a large dome-shaped 
room off the corridor on this floor; in 


fact the library has been assigned 
rooms on every floor in.the building 


and occupies about twenty per cent of | 


the floor space of the entire capitol. 

On the third floor are the galleries 
of the Senate and Assembly chambers, 
and the offices of the State Board of 
Examiners, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Adjutant-General, Horti- 
cultural Commissioner, State Veterin- 
arian, State Board of Health, State 
Commission in Lunacy, and State En- 
gineering department. 

The fourth floor, with the exception 
of the space occupied by the library 
and three rooms that haye-been as- 
signed to the architect’s department 
of the State Engineer’s office, has 
been designed for legislative commit- 
tee rooms and employes’ offices, which 
were much appreciated by the mem- 
bers of the last legislative session, as 
theretofore there had not been enough 
rooms in the capitol to provide a suf- 
ficient number of committee rooms for 
the accommodation of the Legislature.

Wants Jury of His Peers. 

“T have been engaged in the practice 
of law a good many years,” said S. S. | 
Urmy, police judge of Topeka, Kan., |
